Grayling Township took the first 
step, and Crawford County has 
followed it up in support of arecycling 
program al the township level. 

Grayling Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright presented the idea that 
the Grayling Township board had 
sdarted. Wright addressed the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners at 
the Tuesday, April 15, county board 
meeting. In addition to explaining the 
Grayling Township plans, Wright also 
asked the county for funds to become 
involved in the recycling program. 

The county commissioners agreed 
with the concept, and also agreed (o 
provide some funding for cach of the 
local municipalities in the county to 
start their own of joins with other 
townships to handle recycling. 

The carly idea for the Grayling 
Township recycling program is to 
locate it nextto the Little League fields 
where a current township trash 
compacter currently exists on North 
Down River Road. According to 
Wright. the preliminary estimates for 
the township's recycling program 1s it 
will cost at least $85,000. 

The details of the way the recycling 
areca will be set up has not been 
finalized, Wright said, but the sdea is 
to have a four-stage set up. The 
proposed recycling program would 
give people a place to recycle such

items as glass and paper. 

“We (Grayling Township board) are 
really excited about the recycling 
program,” Wright said. “We also want 
to see if the county would get 
involved.” 

The county commissioners decided

they would gct involved, and not just 
in Grayling Township but all county 
townships and the City of Grayling. 
“Tthink itis very appropriate at this 
lime to do this,” Long said.

Long made a motion that the 
commissioners use part of the money 
to pay for the salary of aenvironmental 
monitor official and use the rest to 
return to the townships and City of 
Grayling.

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Pros and cons of proposed country club 
South Branch residents Developers make plans 


packed the meeting 
room with concerns

tt was standing room only at the 
monthly South Branch Township 
board meeting on Tuesday, April 8, 
and most of the residents were in 
attendance (to discuss the proposed 
private golf community, Forest Dunes. 

The Citizens Environmental Action 
Coalition (CEAC) was recently formed 
by some South Branch Township 
residents who are concerned about the 
1,200-acre development. CEAC 
members started the discussion of the 
private golf community agenda item. 

Tom Kozlowski, who is the CEAC 
spokesperson, told the meeting 
audience that coalition members have 
been busy gathering information on 
the proposed golf community. He said 
the coalition has checked with a 
number of organizations, such as the 
U.S. Forest Service and the Department 
of Natural Resources, in compiling 
data about environmental issues 
surrounding the development. 

Some concems raised by township 
residents and the coalition members 
include sewage, fire protection, law 
enforcement, water quality and other 
issues which could arise with the golf 
community being located at the former 
South Branch Ranch location. 

One township resident told the 
township board that he moved from 
Westland and did so to get away from 
out-of-control development. He 
wanted (o know the board's stance on 
future development of the township. 

The township board members 
explained that in zoning and planning 
measures for the township, the process 
is done at the county level. Any 
township matter involving these items 
must go through the Crawford County 
Planning Commission and Zoning 
officials. 

Debra Hamburg, CEAC president, 
told the township board and residents 
that a list of studies has been given to 
the Forest Dunes development group. 
The list includes a soil study, economic 


impact study and wetland study. 

According to Hamburg, CEAC will 
keep watching to make sure that these 
studies are conducted and completed. 

“The best thing for us to do is to 
keep coming to these meetings to show 
that we are concemed,” Hamburg said. 

Since the township meeting, CEAC 
has already scheduled a separate public 
mecting to further discuss the concerns 
of the project. The meeting will be 
held at the Craf Center at 606 Lake 
Street in Roscommon on Wednesday, 
April 23, at 7 p.m,

The purpose of the meeting is to 
allow residents to¢xpress any concerns 
of the development, said Leane 
Tingstad, CEAC’s public relation 
officer, The group wil! also provide 
any additional information that it has 
gathered at the meeting. 

The attorney for the Forest Dunes 
project was originally on the township 
agenda, but called earlier and 
cancelled. Some people were 
concerned that no one: attended 
representing the development 

Susan Topp, attorney for the 
development, said the developers 
anticipated having more information, 
but the some of the studies were not 
completed. She said she did not want 
to go to the meeting with information 
that was not completed. 

“We will be going back to the 
township in May,” Topp said. “We 
plan on making an application for a 
preliminary site plan in May,”

for Forest Dunes project

‘The Michigan Project", as it was 
originally called by the development 
partners, has been discussed for almost 
two years now. 

The Forest Dunes and Country Club, 
as the project is called now, is currently 
in the planning stages. According to 
development officials, the planning 
stage involves completing the State of 
Michigan, Crawford County and South 
Branch Township required entitlement 
and regulatory programs. 

Forest Dunes Golf and Country Club 
is a proposed 1!,200-acre private, 
residential golf community, with a 
selling point to its possible residents 
of having year-round activities for the 
entire family. The location of the 
development is where the South 
Branch Ranch used to be in South 
Branch Township. 

The centerpiece of the community 
will be two distinct 18-hole 
championship golf courses — the 
White Tail course designed by PGA 
Senior Touring Professional Tom 
Weiskopf and the Wild Turkey course. 
The designer of the second course will 
be selected at a later date. 


Gina Canzonetta, director of 
communications for the Forest Dunes 
project, and Susan Topp, attorney for 
the project, met with some area media 
members on Friday, April 11, for a 
session about the development. 

Development officials are currently 
going through the entitlement process, 
Canzonetta said. People are still 
working on getting all of the various 
studies completed. 

One of the studies which will be 
completed by the company is the 
impact the incoming golf community 
will have on the township and 
surrounding communities. A group 
willbe retained to work on an economic 
impact statement, 

“The economic impact statement 
will show the potential impact of the 
development on South Branch 
Township, Crawford County, 


Roscommon, Grayling and the entire 
area,” Canzonetta said. “We will have 
to have the statement done for the 
entitlement process.” 


Weiskopf, who is from Ohio, is 
excited about working with Midwest 
topography to design the golf course, 
Canzonetta said. 

Weiskopf has said he would like to 
have Forest Dunes’ White Tail course 
ranked within the top five golf courses 
in Michigan. Weiskopf has designed 
more than 25 golf courses in the United 
States and Scotland. 

The golf course designer is not the 
only one involved with prior 
experience. Forest Dunes is being 
developed by Forest Dunes L.L.C — 
a joint venture between Fairway 
Partners L.L.C, and Barrett-Petersen 
L.L.C., both of Scottsdale, Ariz. 


Two members of Fairway Partners 
L.L.C. have been involved with the 
development, ownership and 
management of some resorts in 
Arizona, Colorado and California. 

According to Topp, the designers 
arc working with the regulatory 
agencies, such as the Department of 
Natural Resources, to get their opinions 
on some of the design concepts. She 
pointed out that this development 
group is doing extra items to make the 
design environmentally safe. 

One of the ways the development is © 
attempting to be environmentally safe 
is by working in conjunction with 
Audubon International. The 
development is attempting to attain 
the Audubon International Gold 
Signature. This would mean the 
development of a set of principles to 
make it compatible with the 
environment. 


The three requirements of the 
Audubon Signature include: commit 
to the principles of sustainability, 
complete and implement a Natural 
Resource Management Plan, or have 
Audubon International prepare an 
individual Ecological Design. 
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for, the commissioners passed the 
mouon unanimously for a one-year 
period in which it would be revisited. 

The Grayling Township board 
members gave a favorable consensus 
at their recent township meeting in 
regards to the concept of > recycling 
program in the township. 

In related business, the county 
commissioners approved a motion to 
hire a resident as the county’s 
monitoring official. Pat Merrill was 
chosen by the commissioners to serve 
as the “environmental watchdog” for 
Crawford County, 

The position will be for a six-month 
probationary period, since it is a new 
position. The board and Merrill were

Sportsplex group moves 


from talking 


stage to 


decision-making stage

Witha possible special election date 
of Sept. 9 fastapproaching, the steering 
committee of the proposed Crawford 
County Sportsplex is beginning to 
make some final decisions for the 
project: 

The steering committee members 
were told that they need to have the 
actual ballot language for the proposed 
bond issue in the county clerk’s office 
by June i to have the Sept. 9 special 
election, 

The large recreation center is being 
proposed to have an ice rink, all- 
purpose gymnasium, a recreation 
swimming pool, a wading pool, a 
conference room and a walking track. 
Other proposals for the sportsplex 
include a weight room, pro shop, day 
care center and racquet bal] courts. 

One issue that has already been 
finalized is the site of the proposed 
project. If the bond issue is approved, 
the sportsplex would be built on county 
property located at the corner of Old- 
27 and M-93 in Grayling Township 
next to the Crawford County 
Fairgrounds. The fair board has given 
the sporisplex committec the approval 
to use the land. 

According tosome of the committee 
members, they would like to have the 
steering committee formally organized 
at their next meeting. Tom Ritter, one 
of the committee members, said having 
the committee organized will give 
members a chance to move forward 
with the project and spreading the 
word. 

The group also was scheduled to 
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appoint a president or spokesperson of 
the steering committee. 

Crawford County Clerk Sandra 
Moore and former County Clerk Beth 
Weiland were among the 16 persons 
who attended the sportsplex committee 
meeting on April 9. The two people 
helped the group decided between a 
millage or bond issue for this project. 

Weiland explained to the committee 
members that it would be better to go 
for a bond issue rather than a millage 
proposal. A millage proposal had been 
discussed by the committee, buta final 
millage rate had not been determined, 


If the proposed sportsplex is funded 
through a bond issue, then the amount 
of money the sportsplex will get will 
remain the same over the years, 
Weiland said. While the money 
coming in remains the same, the actual 
money paid by each individual 
taxpayer will come down with an 
increase in the SEV over time. This 
would not be the case with a millage. 

Moore and Weiland also advised 
the committee members that they ask 
for permission to go for a bond issue 
from the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners. 


With a proposed Sept. 9 election, 
the committee will begin spreading 
the word about the project. One 
suggestion was to make a video of the 
Otsego County Sportsplex to show 
various groups and organizations in 
Crawford County. 

The idea also was mentioned that a 
public show or meeting be held to 
show the video and discuss the project.

A three-judge pane! of the Michigan 
Court of Appeals hear oral arguments 
on Wednesday, April 9, in Lansing in 
the case of a former Crawford County 
commissioner against two Grayling 
men and a former state representative. 

Robert McLachlan Sr., the former 
commissioner, sued the three residents 
for libel after they alleged that the 
former commissioner had a conflict of 
interest. The alleged conflict of interest 
occurred when McLachlan was still 
commissioner, and involved the sale 
of the jandfill from Crawford County 
to City Environmental Services of 
Waters. 

The three men named in the libel 
suit are former state representative 
Stephen Dresch, and David Kneff and 
Joseph Callewaert, both of Grayling. 

The plaintiff and defendants both 
had their attorneys’ oral arguments 
heard and now must wait for a ruling. 
According to a Michigan Court of

Appeals courtto decide 
on local libel suit 


judges to hand down their decision. 

The case is in the Michigan Court of 
Appeals after an Otsego County Court 
ruled in December 1995 that 
allegations about the former 
commissioner's involvement in a 
landfi!] deal were not libelous. Probate 
Court Judge Richard Liedel, sitting by 
assignment in 46th Circuit Court, 
dismissed the defamation claims of 
McLachlan. 

Grayling attorney Monte Burmeister 
represents McLachlan in this matter, 
The American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU) accepted the case on behalf 
of the defendants. The case was argued 
by ACLU volunteer attorney Neal 
Bush of Detroit. 

An ACLU official described the 
reasons he believes this is an important 
case. 

“This case is about one of the most 
important purposed of free speech ina 
democracy —- the right to criticize 
government ‘and the actions of 
government officials,” said ACLU of 
Michigan Legal Director Paul 
Denenfeld. “Government officials 
should respond to criticism in the 
public arena, not by trying to intimidate 
private citizens from raising questions 
about their elected officials.” 

Burmeister, who fepresents 
McLachlan, said he did not wish to 
comment until the judges make their 
decision. .

Another study which Hamburg said 
will be asked by CEAC of the 
development is a traffic or road impact 
study. 

Jim Briney, managing director of 
The Road Commission For Crawford 
County, was at the township meeting 
to talk about road commission issues, 
but also addressed information about 
the Forest Dunes project. 

Brincy said he told the development 
Officials three major items which will 
occur involving the road commission. 

“Number one, we are not putting up 


one nickel for roads involved with the 


project. Number two, the roads must 
meetour minimum standards. Number 
three, we have no intention of adopting 
these roads (within the development) 
into the county road system in the 
future.” 


Briney also told those in attendance 
at the township meeting that the 
developers have been discussing the 
possibility of paying for improvements 
to Chase Bridge Road, the major 
county road which leads to the 
development site.

Michigan Department of Transpor- 
tation (MDOT) engineer Monte Endres 
has retired as both MDOT District 2 
engineer and executive secretary of 
the Mackinac Bridge Authority. As 
the first person to hold the two positions 
concurrently, he helped usher in 
improvements in customer service, 
engineering design, safety and cost 
effectiveness. 

In honor of his many contributions 
to Michigan transportation spanning 
38 years, MDOT will honor Endres by 
naming the northbound 1-75 Grayling 
rest arca for him. He and his wife, 
Lynda, reside at nearby Higgins Lake. 

“Monte did a commendable job 
wearing both hats during a time of 
great challenge and change for the 
department,” said State Transportation 
Director Robert Welke. “His 
leadership, expertise and commitment 
to our customers was evident inevery- 
thing he did and we will miss him.” 

For the past four years, Endres was 
chief administrator for the depart- 
ment’s highway construction, 
maintenance and traffic and safety 
operations in the six northeast upper 
peninsula counties of Alger, 
Chippewa, Delta, Luce, Mackinac and 
Schoolcraft. He championed the use 
of a computer technology and elec- 
tronic communications district wide 
to improve efficiency and reduce

product delivery time. 

During the same period Endres also 
served as chief operating officer for 
the Mackinac Bridge, overseeing its 
entire operation. He supervised various 
safety improvements to the five-mile 
span, including installation of wind 
sensors, changeable message signs, 
new approaches, reconstruction of the 
toll plaza, and plans for installing 
closed circuit monitoring cameras later 
this year. The renovated toll plaza 
features longer-lasting European-style 
concrete pavement and energy efficient 
toll booths that enable cars to move 
through the toll area quicker with less 
fuel waste and pollution. 

Prior to his recent positions, Endres 
was District 4 engineer in Alpena. He 
also served as administrator of 
MDOT's capital outlay program, 
during which time he supervised $10 
million in storage, crew and 
maintenance building construction, 
allowing for faster, more efficient 
improvements to be made to the state's 
transportation system. 

Endres was the department's liaison 
to the Biue Water, Mackinac and 
International bridges for seven years.

Garbage bill could regulate landfills

A bill to forbid other states and 
counties to export their garbage to 
Michigan fandtills is awaiting 
supporting legisiavion’s passage in 
Congress 

The state proposal, introduced in 
January by Sen. Loren Bennett (R- 
Canton Township) passed the Senate 
but can’t move further until Congress 
finishes its debate, then introduces and 
passes legislation. 

Due toa U.S. Supreme Court ruling, 
stales are forbidden to regulate trash 
flow 

According lo the Department of 
Environmental Quality, from 1995 to 
1996 almost 14 percent of the solid 
waste put into Michigan landfills came 
from other states. 

Michigan receives trash from 10 
states, including Ohio and Indiana and 
as far away as Texas and Georgia. 

However, Canada, the largest 
supplier of the out-of-state (rash, sent 
nearly 2.7 million cubic yards of waste 
into Michigan landfills during that one 


year. 

Those areas dump their garbage in 
Michigan landfills because they don’t 
have their own landfill space and don't 
want to build new ones. said Bill 
Sullivan, Bennett's chief of staff. 

“Michigan has established more 
landfills and put a ban on yard waste, 
which has created a lot of excess 
capacity,” said Sullivan. “But now 
we're being penalized.” 

The bill does not include liquid 
waste, but Bennett plans to add it to the 
proposal as soon as it goes to the 
House. [twas an oversight that wasn't 
included in the origina! plan, Sullivan 
said. 

“Sen. Bennett's bill is a good idea, 
except itis mostly symbolic,” said 
Mike Garfield, director for the Ecology 
Center in Ann Arbor. 

Garfield expects the proposal will 
send a message lo Congress that 
Michigan wants the power lo regulate 
waste coming into the state. Counties 
are already able to keep waste out, 
Gartield said. ‘The bill would take the 
power from the counties and give it to 
the state. “Symbolic legistation is

sometimes usetul and we support that.” 
he said. 

Sen. Alma Smith (D-Salem 
Township) has added an amendment 
to the bill stating that states and 
countfies exporting waste must follow 
the Michigan landfill requirements. 

“Why should Michigan force its 
citizens to separate their tires and 
batteries and then tell out-of-state 
sources they don’t have to separate 
their garbage?” Garfield asked. 

James Sharp, vice president of 
community affairs at the City 
Management Corporation. declined tu 
comment. The corporation hauls 
waste.

1S A HIGHER gas tax in the future 
for Michigan motonsts? 

It's more than likely. 

In fact, gas taxes could go up twice. 

Advocates of higher gas taxes are 
active on both state and national levels, 
and it's possible the pump price could 
be primed, and then primed again. 

Gov. John Engler is not on the higher 
gas tax bandwagon, of course.

Engler trotted out his own highway 
improvement program pretty much as 
outlined in his State of the State address 
in January. 

It does not include higher gas taxes.

IN A NUTSHELL, Mr. Engler 
proposes plunking $300 million a year 
into highways from a combination of 
state government spending efficiencies 
and funds management, plus more 
money from the federal government. 

In his talk to municipal officials, the 
Governor did not rule out higher state 
gas taxes. 

He didn't suggest them, either.

Gas tax going up? Maybe twice 


Several statewide groups back 
higher gas taxes earmarked for road 
improvement. The politically powerful 
Michigan Farm Bureau, for example, 
supports a 7-cent per gallon state 
increase, estimated to produce about 
$350 million a year. 

A major problem with a state gas tax 
hike is the formula for dividing road 
funds among state, city and county 
road interests. 

Higher taxes are never popular; 
although it has many supporters, 
neither is a gas tax hike. 

A late March survey by a Lansing 
political polling firm showed 58 
percent opposed to a higher gas tax, 
and 39 percent in favor. Of those 
opposed, according to the sample, 44 
percent were “strongly opposed.”

And, after a steady drumbeat of 
public and political abuse for the condi- 
tion of roads in general — even if it 
emanates from that minority 39 percent 
who support a gas tax hike — Gov. 
Engler may review his stance on taxes 
as a source for road improvements.

MEANWHILE, down in 
Washington, things are not standing 
still, highway-wise. 

President Clinton included high- 
ways in his proposed spending plan 
sent to Congress. But U.S. Rep. John 
Dingell of Wayne indicated Michigan 
may not be spending enough on 
highways to qualify for the maximum 
it could receive under the Clinton 
proposal. 

According to a report in Gannett 
newspapers, Mr. Dingell suggested 


Michigan may have to raise its state 
gas tax to qualify for additional federal 
highway dollars. 

Then there’s another plan floating 
around Washington, attributed to Sen. 
Connie Mack of Florida. 

Mr. Mack wants to raise the federal 
gas tax by 6.5 cents, and spend 2 cents 
of the increase on interstate highways 
and apply the other 4.5 cents to 
reducing the federal deficit. 

The net result of all this concern 
about the condition of America’s roads 
and highways, and how to fix them, 
could well end up being not one but 
two gas tax increases. 

Now, that would present a real 
dilemma for Mr. Engler and his image 
makers: 

Would it be better to be known as 
“The Pothole Governor” or “The Gas 
Tax Governor?”

Stress fractures have become more 
and more common ever since the 
beginning of the running and aerobics 
care back in the ‘70s. Despite al! the 


attention that's been focused on the 
problem, and the advances in athletic 
footwear, two types of stress fractures 
remain a growing problem. These are 
fractures of the metatarsals (the foot's 
long bones leading to each toe) and 
sesamoida (sections of bones that lie 
within tendons on the bottom of the 
foot).

Failed policies have allowed state roads to decay 


Despite the doubling of federal 
highway dotlars coming into Michigan 
over the past five years, the failed 
policies of the Engler administration 
have allowed Michigan's roads and 
bridges to fall into disrepair, U.S. Rep. 
Bart Stupak CD Menominee) said, 

Those failed paticies, Stupak said, 
melude an abysmal lack of state 
comumilmentto highway maintenance, 
aediversion of tens of millions of 
highway dollars to other departments 
of stale government, and excessive 
spending an Michigan Department of 
Tragsportation — admuinustrative 
overhead 

“The amount of federal highway 
money that Michigan received more 
than doubled from $346 million in 
199010 $732 million in 1995," Supak 
sad “In fact dye stateas reached the 
point where it ndw receives virtually 
dollar for dollar what « contributes to 
the Highway Trust Fund. 

“Despite all these increases in federal 
money, Michigan drivers dodge 
potholes on poorly maintained roads 
onadarly basts. Clearly, it's not federal 


funding but the failed policies of the 
Engter administration that prevents 
maintenance of our roads and pothole 
repair.” 

Stupak said this year’s highway 
budget once again demonstrates what 
is wrong with the governor's policies. 
“Michigan gives $108 million in 
highway dollars to cight other 
departments of state government. The 
Secretary of State alone takes $86 
million to cun her office. 

“Adding insult to injury, MDOT 
will spend more money in adminis- 
trative costs than in actual roadway 
maintenance. The administrative costs 
in MDOT amount to $1.621 per mile 
versus $1,312 per mile in maintenance 
costs, That's not right,” Stupak said. 

“Is it any wonder why Michigan 
does aot have enough money to main- 
tain its roads?” Stupak asked. “When 
you have a Govermor who siphons off 
our road money to operale state 
government and to pay for administra- 
live costs rather than road repairs costs, 
you begin to understand why Michigan 
is rated 45th out of 50 states in its 


effort to maintain our roads.” 

Stupak called attention to the fact 
that three GOP state senators have 
recently proposed the state look within 
its own budget to fix Michigan roads, 
an action that reveals others are now 
beginning to understand the severity 
of the problem, 

“The state senators’ proposal to stop 
the transfer of $40 million to the 
Secretary of State, add $70 million in 
supplemental appropriations, transfer 
money from the state's ‘rainy day 
fund,’ and cut MDOT overhead would 
be a step in the right direction to begin 
to address the serious deterioration of 
Michigan’s roads,” Stupak said. 

“As a member of the Congressional 
delegation, 1 will continue to make 


sure Michigan receives its fair share of, 
federal highway money,” he said. : 


“However, my efforts are being 
undermined by the governor's use of 
highway monies to run state 
government, excessive spending on 
administrative costs, and a failure to 
use stale resources {0 maintain and 
repair our roads.” 


Beware of potential home repair scams 


In addition to bringing out the 
crovuses, Ihe warmer temperatures 
tend to bring out many of the scam 
artists who prey on unsuspecting and 
trusting homeowners. Law enforce- 
ment and consumer advocates are 
warning homeowners to be on the 
look oul for unsolicited visits by 
contractors. Particularly (hose who say 
(hey just happened to be driving by 
and noticed (hat your roof, driveway, 
windows, or whatever, needed work. 

Consumers are cautioned to avoid 
entering into agreements with contrac- 
tors who contact them in this manner. 
There are many cases of trusting 
individuals who have given sizeable 
down payments for repair work to be 
done by the nice young man who came 
to the door, never to hear from him, or 
see their money, again, 

In cases where work has been done, 
it may not have been done completely, 
or correctly, Usually, attempts made 
tocontact the person responsible prove 
fruitless. More than likely they have 
moved on to find another neighbor- 
hood ripe for the picking. 

The Michigan Department of 
Consumer and Industry Services (CIS) 
recommends that consumers do the 
following before agreeing to have work 
done on their homes: |) always deal 
with a licensed contractor and ask for 
proof of licensing status; 2) get 
references of those you are considering 
todo the work; 3) get written estimates 
and be wary of “special low prices”; 4) 
get a written contract and have an 
attorney review il, especially ifa large 
amount of money is involved; 5) never 
pay for the entire job in advance, and 
6) never pay in cash. CIS also says to 
remember that you have a right to 
cancel within three days of signing 
any contract solicited and signed in 
your home. You can do so by sending 
the contractor a registered letter stating 
your desire to cancel. 

If you have problems with a 
contractor: |) try to resolve the matter 
before making final payment, 2) 


contact the local buiiding inspector on 
questions of workmanship and code 
violations; 3) consider going to smal! 
claims court on matters involving less 
than $1,500; 4) file a complaint with 
the Department of Consumer and 
industry Services, Commercial 
Enforcement Division, P.O. Box 
30018, Lansing, MI 48909, ($17) 373- 
9153; and 5) if fraud is suspected, file 
a criminal complaint with the local 
police or sheriff's department or 
contact the Office of the Attorney 
General. In some instances you may 
have to seck the assistance of an 
attomey to resolve the matter. Seniors 
60 years and older can contact the 
local Area Agency on Aging for the 
telephone number of the legal services 
program providing free legal services 
to the elderly in their area of the state.

Smoke detectors should be just 
outside each room in a house that 
someone sleeps in. The batteries in 
those smoke detectors should be 
checked monthly and changed yearly. 

Another preventive measure is to 
vacuum over and around smoke 
detectors to keep them dust and debris 


free. 

In 1995 212 civilians and two 
firefighters died as a result of fire. In 
addition, there were 919 civilian 
injuries and 853 fire service personnel 
injuries. 

A total dollar loss of $404,958 ,955 
was a result of the fires that occurred 
in dwellings (18,662), commercial 
(6,067), mobile property (16,089) and 
outside/other (19,258).

Question: Last year my child came 
home from school with head lice. Could 
you give me some information about 
this problem? 

Answer: Now that school has 
begun, we would like to call your 
attention to an annual problem — head 
lice. To insure that your young students 
will bring only school supplies to the 
classroom and not these tiny little 
hitchhikers, we suggest you conduct a 
head lice inspection. 

These small wingless parasites live 
on the scalp and hair and move from 
one person to another through 
exchange of personal belongings, such 
as combs, hats, etc., and close personal 
contact. Head lice have a “picnic” 
traveling from child to child at camps, 
athletic events, slumber parties and 
other activities which put children's 
heads close together. In addition, 
jackets and hats, which may hang side 
by side, also give these insects a perfect 
opportunity to spread. 

When inspecting for head lice, look 
for the grayish white eggs of the female 
louse, called a nit, firmly glued to the 
base of the hair shaft. Pay particular 
attention to the back of the head and 
behind the cars. Use a magnifying 
giass and flashlight if necessary. Also 
notice if your children have been 
scratching their heads frequently, since 
head lice may cause intense itching. 
The adult lice, if few in number, may 
be difficult to see and combing the 
child's hair over a white towel or white 
paper may reveal the small brown- 
colored insects. 

If you notice head lice, don't be 


embarrassed. These creatures can 
affect anyone and rarely distinguish 
between clean and unwashed hair, 
They are not a sign of poor grooming 
habits and may even find washed hair 
easier to grasp onto than oily, 
unwashed hair. If one family member 
has head lice, inspect the whole family, 
because lice may migrate from one 
family member to another. 

To prevent and eliminate head lice, 
try these helpful tips: 

* Instruct children to put hats and 
scarves inside jacket sleeves and keep , 
aspace between their coats and another 
children’s outerwear. 

* Advise them not to share articles 
of clothing, combs, brushes, earphones 
and athletic helmets, pillows, etc. 

* Inspect heads periodically. Ifhead 
lice are discovered, several good 
shampoos are available either with or 
without a doctor’s prescription. After 
shampooing, comb out any visible nits 
with a special comb. A solution of 1/2 
vinegar, 1/2 water may help loosen 
nits when allowed to remain in the hair 
for several minutes. 

* Remove child’s bedding and wash 
in hol water or seal in a plastic garbage 
bag for several weeks until lice and 
nits are dead. 

* A spray is available to use on 
Carpeting, beds, chairs, etc. as a final 
precaution and can be obtained at your 
local pharmacy.

DOODLES FROM THE TALL TIMBER

Their real short coming is 
with vision that renders them nearly 
blind to stationary objects and only a 
lithe better for moving objects. What 
they lack in hearing and vision is offset 
by a formidable defense system 
composed of 30,000 or so quills with 
needle-sharp points. The quills have 
barbs shaped like fishhooks, reducing 
their extraction to a matter of Interally 
tearing the quills out. If not removed 


quickly, muscular contraction will 
cause the quills to work deeper and 
deeper into the victim. Cutting the tip 
off the quill before trying to pull it 
helps, but you still need a good pair of 
pliers to get an effective grip. 

When old porky is relaxed those 
quills lic sleekly along the body, but 
when danger threatens the quills nse 
for battle. The quills may be up to five 
inches long and cach is under muscular 
control. Most of those 30,000 quills 
are concentrated.on the back and tail 
so when porky is thremened i whirls” 
around, presenting its heavily quilled 
back and tail to the attacker. If the 
attacker gets too close, it will be swatted 
with a powerful quill-iaden tail. For a 
wild animal with a face and mouth full 
of quills death is inevitable. 

For an animal weighing up to 15 
pounds and measuring 30 inches tong, 
with the definite appearance of being 
clumsy, the porcupine is a skilled 
climber. Once up a (ree it can climb 
across branches ahalfinch in diameter. 
It uses four incisor teeth (two above, 


two below) and molars to strip the 
outer bark off tree branches. Twenty- 
five feet of intestines aid in digesting 
all that roughage. 

Normally porkies are solitary 
animals except during mating season 
in the fall. When male and female 
meet they sit on their haunches. 
squealing and clattering their teeth 
and touching forepaws. Despite 
thoughts to the contrary. porcupines 
mate in the same position as other 
four-footed critters. In April or May a 
“single kit is born (rarely two) weighing 
in ata pound. Within an hour its quills 
have dried and are ready for defense. 

Only three predators are reported to 
be successful in their attacks upon 
porcupines. The fisher is said to burrow 
under the snow in winter to get at the 
unprotected belly. Weasels strike at 
the throat where quills are few, and 
wolves are said to shake a porky by its 
nose unul it is dead. In most one-on- 
one encounters the porky usually 
comes out on the winning side. 


ideal fish consumption listed in advisory

Mike Briskey has witnessed the 
improvement of water quality in Lake 
Erie since the late 1980s. 

Briskey, an avid fisherman and 
general manager of Luna Pier Harbour 
Club, doesn’t see much harm in cating 
the fish. “It’s fabulous cating,” he said, 
if they're cleaned right. Not all 
environmentalists would agrec. 

With increasing publicity from the 
new $5 million “Great Lakes, Great 
Times” Michigan tourism campaign, 
fish consumption is becoming a major 
issue. 

The Department of Community 
Health recently issued a fish consump- 
tion advisory for women who are 
pregnant, nursing, planning to have 
children and children under 15. 

The advisory lists which fish should 
be caten once a week of once amonth 
for those individuals. It also details the 
size of the contaminated fish and their 
locations. 

Individuals in those groups should 
limit their consumption of large 
muskellunge, pike, bass or walleye, or 
more generally, large and older fish, 
said Scott Walker, director of health 
promotion and publicity for the 
department. 

“The larger and older fish have a 
greater potential for contamination,’ 
he said. These fish have more fat, 
where contaminants tend to be stored. 
The fish contain small amounts of 
toxic chemicals, such as mercury and 
PCBs, which may be harmful in large 
quantities. , 

The advisory gives instructions on 
how to properly clean and cook fish. 
The notice was included in a fishing 
guide, which is distributed annually to 
those who purchase fishing licenses. 


Dave Dempsey, policy director of 
the Michigan Environmental Council, 
isn't convinced that government 
officials are doing enough to reduce 
the pollution in the Great Lakes. 

Mothers who cat large quantities of 
these fish may be endangering their 
children. “Children can have lower 
IQs, attention span problems and 
behavioral problems,” Dempsey said. 
The evidence isn't conclusive, 
although several studics show these 
effects, including one by psychologists 
at Wayne State University, he said. 

Contamination in fish decreased 70 
to 80 percent by 1970, said Dempsey, 
but since 1985, the rate has showed no 
decline. He said he hasn’t seen a 
commitment from the governor or 
legislators todo enough improvements 
for the Great Lakes. 

“['m glad the governor and 
legislators are taking pride in the Great 
Lakes, but I wish they would take 


greater pride in stronger environmental © 


standards,” Dempscy said. 

Generally, swimming is safe, said 
Dempsey. Although he wams that 
swimming in certain parts of the Great 
Lakes after a storm or at the mouth of 
ariver by a majot city may be harmful. 

“After a major rain, cilies are 
overwhelmed and waste goes into the 
tivers to the Great Lakes. This occurs 
around urban areas like Lake St. Clair 
and Saginaw Bay,” he said. 

“The Great Lakes are pretty clean, 
except for some local water quality 
problems in the Saginaw Bay and Lake 
St. Clair,” said Richard Moore, senior 
resource policy specialist for the 
Michigan United Conservation Clubs. 

According to Moore, there are no 
tisks of swimming or boating in the 
Great Lakes. 

He called the fish consumption

advisory a ’best guess” for what a safe 
level of fish consumption is. 

Several factors need to be 
considered, such as where the fish was 
caught, what type of fish and its size. 
According to Moore, the quantity of 
PCB is so low that you cannot even 
measure the amount. 

The problem is that people don’t 
understand the issue, since they are 
hearing mixed allegations, said Moore. 
“State agencies and media need to do 
a better job of communicating the 
health advisories of eating Great Lakes 
fish.” 

According to Briskey: “The most 
important thing when catching fish is 
that you must clean it right.” Done 
correctly, the majority of the fat, where 
toxic chemicals are stored, can be 
eliminated. 

Briskey chooses not to eat larger 
fish because they have more fat and 
don't taste as good. 

The Luna Pier Harbour Club even 
has its own cleaning building.

State fire marshal sends 
wildfire message 


“This is the most dangerous time of 
year when it comes to wildfires.” This 
is Le message being sent from Captain 
Wade Schaefer of the Michigan State 
Police Fire Marshal Division. “This is 
the time of year when dead leaves and 
grass can casily ignite and burn 
hundreds of acres. People need to be 
aware of the danger and exercise extra 
caution during this time of year.” 

Over one-third of Michigan 
wildfires are caused by people burning 
debris. For this reason, burning permits 
under the state Forest Fire Law will 
not be issued during the two week 
period from May 3 to 18. Schaefer is 
reminding everyone to refrain from 
outdoor burning of yard and household 
debris during this period. Instead of 
burning yard debris, recycle it. Yard 
wastes can be recycled by cither 
mulching or composting them. 

Homes in rural settings can be 
particularly vulnerable to wildfire 
during the spring. Firewise landscap- 
ing can help. Maintain a ring of safety 
around your home to protect it from 
wildfires. Keep grass mowed within 
30 feet of all buildings, thin out trees 
so that their crowns don’t touch, and 


trim the bottom branches of ail! 
evergreen trees to six feet above the 
ground. When dumping ashes from 
the fireplace or woodstove, wet them 
thoroughly with water to be sure ali 
coals are completely out. 

“Intentionally setting a wildfire is 
arson, and is a felony punishable by a 
$10,000 fine and/or 10 years in jail,” 
added Schacfer. “About 15 perceat of 
the wildfires are set delibermely. We 
are encpuraging people toreport arsons 
if they are a witness.” 

Michigan's toll-free arson hotline is 
1-800-44ARSON. The caller will 
remain confidential and reward money 
may be given if the information 
provided leads to an arrest. 

Last year, Michigan fire ageacics 
responded to more than 5,000 wildfires 
that bummed over 7,300 acres. The 
estimated cost lo suppress the fires 
was $3,000,000. it is important to 
remember that most of the wildfires 
caused each year are arcsult of buming 
debris such as grass, leaves, brush and 
trash. Never burn debris on a windy 
day, especially in the spring. Remem- 
ber to refrain from debris burning 
during the time period of May 3 to 18.

The forthcoming increase in Michi- 


gan’s minimum wage will mean extra 


cash in the pockets of some workers, 


but it also means that qualifying for 


unemployment benefits in the state 
could become a little tougher. 


Thomas Malek, acting director of 


the Michigan Employment Security 
Agency (MESA), noted that the 
requirements to qualify for unemploy- 
ment benefits are tied to the state’s 
minimum wage fate, 

“With the new state minimum wage 
of $4.75 an hour, effective May 1, an 
individual will need eamings of at 
least $142.50 per week in order to 
qualify for jobless benefits,” Malek 
said, “And when the minimum wage 
goes to $5.15 an hour on Sept. }, the 
qualifying earnings jump to $154.50 
per week.” 

Currently, the weekly earnings 
tequirement is $100.50, based on the

existing state minimum wage of $3.35 
an hour. 

MESA does not expect that higher 
eamings requirements will prevent 
many workers from qualifying to 
receive jobless benefits. 

“Initially, the change could hurt, 
perhaps, two to three percent of those 
who file claims for benefits,” Malek 
said. “These would be largely low- 
paid, part-time workers. Overall, 
however, wage levels in the state are 
such that most workers would still 
have the protection of jobless benefits 
should they become unemployed.” 

According to Michigan’s unemploy- 
ment insurance law, most individuals | 
qualify by earning wages of at least 30° 
times the state's minimum hourly wage 
in each of 20 weeks. In addition, the 20 
weeks must fall within the 52-week 
period preceding the individual's 
application for benefits.

Process of convening 
zoning board brought 
to council's attention 


Derek McEvers, a Grayling resident, 
attended the Jan. 27 Grayling City 
Council meeting to discuss a zoning 
issue, and he was back at the Monday, 
April 14, meeting (o attempt to get the 
matter to the zoning board of appeals. 

McEvers has problems with Zoning 
Administrator Jerry Morford's 
decision to approve the site plan for a 
church expansion. McEvers’ home is 
located adjacent to the Michelson 
Memorial United Methodist Church. 

Monte Burmeister, McEvers’ 
atiomey, told the city council members 
m Monday's meeting that McEvers 
ran imo problems in attempting to get 
his matter heard by the zoning board 
of appeals. McEvers wants to appeal 
the approval of Morford which stated 
the church’s expansion project was in 
compliance with the zoning ordinance. 
McEvers disagrees with Morford, 
stating that the expansion is not in 
compliance with the city’s ordinance. 

According to Burmeister, his client 
has received conflicting reasons for 
convening the zoning board of appeals. 
Burmeister said that in a memorandum 
from Morford, who also is Grayling 
City Manager, it states that any 
taxpayer whodisagrees with the zoning 
administrator's decision can have case 
heard by zoning board. 

Then, on the other hand, City 
Attorney David Sabin states that a 
person has to be aggrieved before that 
pesty can bring an item to the zoning 
board of appeals, said Burmeister. 
According to Sabin, an aggrieved perty 
is one who has suffered special 


damages not common to other property 
Owners, 

Morford said that his memorandum 
was based on his past experiences 
with zoning issues that have been 
appealed. He deferred to the city 
attormey in this matter, mentioning his 
memorandum that the past zoning 
appeals he had handled were of a 
different nature than this one. 

Since Burmeister and McEvers were 
having trouble getting the zoning board 
convened, Burmeister asked the city 
council members to request that the 
matter be heard. 

Burmeister played a tape of the Jan. 
27 meeting, which had Mayor Robert 
Golnick asking McEvers if he wanted 
the city council to request that the 
zoning board of appeals handle the 
situation. On the tape, McEvers said 
the city did not have to; because he 
would file the appeal on his own. 

Burmeister said at the April 14 
meeting that if that offer still stands, 
then McEvers would accept council’s 
involvement in getting the zoning 
board convened. Goinick said he would 
listen to what the city attorney had to 
say in this matter. 

“My opinion is that the zoning board 
of appeals not convene,” Sabin said. 
“If they (McEvers and Burmeister) 
come up with significant enough 
evidence to show that Mr. McEvers 
has been aggrieved, then thvy deserve 
the zoning board hearing.” 

After discussing the next possible 
step with council and Sabin, 
Burmeister said they would send their 
information directly to the zoning 
board of appeals and let them decide if 
the case should be heard.

Surplus food commodities will be 
distributed by Carl W. Borchers 
Auxiliary 3736 and Post on April 22 at 
the Eagles Hall from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

In order to receive surplus food 
commodities, any resident of Crawford 
County that is at or below the poverty 
level must register or be certified. If 
you are not certified, you may dosoon 
April 22. If you receive food stamps, 
AFDC, SSI, Medicaid or GA, you are 
eligible for this program. Anyone who 
feels that they should be inthis program 
should bring proof of the gross income 
for every working person in the 
household and personal identification 
for the head of the household. Drivers 
license is preferable.

If you have no income you 
must bring in a statement from Social 
Services to that effect or bring your 
eligibility card from any of the above 
mentioned programs. 

Gross income refers to total cash 
receipts befure taxes.

veterans’ benefits, public assistance 
including supplemental security 
income (SSI), training stipends, 
alimony, private pensions, government 
employee pensions, and regular 
insurance or annuity payments and (4) 
income from dividends, interest, rent, 
royalties, or periodic receipts from 
estates or trusts. Exempt incomes are 
capital gains, tax refunds, student 
loans, medicare premium deducted 
from social security and child support. 

A household is a single individual 
or group of related or non-related 
individuals, an immediate family or 
extended family who are living as one’ 
econdMic unit and for whom food is 
customarily purchased and prepared 
in common. 

Food products and funding are made 
available to the states on the basis of 
the number of persons unemployed 
and those below the poverty level.

Rebuilding roads notan 
option with lack of funds

The condition of Michigan’s road 
system has been a matter of debate at 
the state governmental level for along 
time. Roads all over the state are in 
poor condition, and the roads in 
Crawford County are no exception, 

Jim Briney, managing director of 
The Road Commission For Crawford 
County, tries to make an annual visit 
to at least one board meeting of each 
township in Crawford County. 

Briney was at the South Branch 
Township meeting on April 8 todiscuss 
the condition of the roads within the 
county and to update the township 
concerning road commission activities. 

The roads are in poor condition 
across the state, including the roads in 
Crawford County, Briney said. To put 
his statement in perspective, he pointed 
out that 44 percent of the road system 
in Michigan needs to be rebuilt. 

The road commission official told 
the South Branch residents at the board 
meeting that a lack of funding does not 
give the road commissions the 
opportunily to rebuild these roads. 

The state and counties have focuses 
on maintaining the current roads, 
because of the lack of funding, Briney 
said. 

When roads are rebuilt, they are 
scheduled to last for 20 years. Briney 
pointed out that a lot of roads are past 
that point, but the money is not 


~ available to rebuild the roads as needed. 


Two of the reasons Briney gave for the 
money not being available to rebuild 
the roads are the lack of a gas tax 


increase, and the governor taking a 
portion of federal funding away from 
the local agencies and using it for state 
projects. 

“With the funding the way it is, the 
only thing we can do is work to 
maintain the current road system,” 
Brincy said. “We are working to hold 
things together until the funding is 
there from the state to rebuild the 
roads.” 

The spring season causes even more 
problems for the poor roads. The spring 
“break up” leads to a lot of potholes, 
especially in northem Michigan. 

One resident asked the road 
commission representative if the 
funding is available to fill the potholes. : 

The potholes will be filled, Briney 
said. The Road Commission For 
Crawford County will be doing a better 
job than ever, because of better 
training, better equipment and better 
material. 

One way some roads get rebuilt is 
through state and federal grants. 
Crawford County has received some 
of these grants in the past to help 
certain roads, but grant money may 
not be available for quite awhile. 

The Road Commission For 
Crawford County will not lose any 
project when state and federal grants 
are available, because this road 
commission has the funds for the 
match, Briney said. 


But Briney said he believes funds 
for grants won't be made available by 
the state and federal level for three to 
four years,

Fishing license prices 
big change for seniors 


by Kameia Tresh 

Angiers Won't be angling if they 
don't purchase the new 1997 Michigan 
fishing licenses. 


As of April 1, anglers between 17- 
and 64-years old now will have to 
purchase a $13 restricted license, valid 
for all fish except trout and salmon, or 
a $26 all-species license. 

This is changed from the previous 
$10.35 charge for a restricted license 
and $10.35 trout stamp, said Ed Hagan, 
Michigan Depastment of Natura! 
Resources special project coordinator 
in Lansing. 


Trout stamps will no longer be used. 
This change is to eventually meld the 
two licenses to one, Hagan said. 

The price increase goes with 
inflation, Hagan said. “Nothing had 


changed since 1986.” 

But seniors 65 and older receive a 
60 percent discount. They will now 
pay $5.20 for restricted licenses and 
$10.40 for all-species licenses. 

The free senior spouse fishing 
license is no longer availabic. 

Seniors who don't want a full-year 
license can purchase a 24-hour pass 
for $3. 


“This is a big change for seniors,” 
Hagan said. “There are concerns by 
seniors that it increased too much.” 

This new charge is significantly 
more than the previous $1.50 charge.

In fiscal 1996, the agency 
investigated cases of fraud totaling $6 
million, including penalties and 
interest, and the tally is $2.6 million so 
far this fiscal year, Malek said.

The 
$6-million figure represents only a 
smail portion of the dollars MESA 
paid out in benefits in 1996,” Malek

Persons accused of unemployment 
compensation fraud face charges 
ranging from a misdemeanor with no 
jail time toa felony punishable by five 
years in prison. Those convicted of 
receiving benefits through fraud must 
pay full restitution plus up to triple 
that amount in penalties.
